grouped along the way he passed in 
such state as only the great dead of 
i the nation may know. 
And beyond 
the brief hour of the ceremony of sor­ 
row there awaited for him rest eter­ 
nal on the soil that gave him birth. 
High Military Honors 
Down the wide avenue he was car­ 
ried today with 
marching

tramping ahead to lay him under the 
dome of the capitol awhile ere he 
goes back to his native state to stay 
forever. 
That high resolve of duty 
had brought him death and with it

try, was lifted from its setting of 
flowers to be borne to its place amid 
another and perhaps a grander array 
of floral coloring and fragrance in 
the rotunda. President Coolidge who 
enters thus with heavy heart upon 
the duties of the highest office in the 
land, arrived to take his place also 
just at the hour set for the depart­ 
ure. 
As the cortege was forming under­ 
neath the shadows of the great trees 
through wrhich many presidents have 
looked out upon 
the world, 
some­ 
times in triumph and many tim es in 
sorrow, the bell in St. Johns Episco­ 
pal church, across La Fayette Square 
known as the church of the presi­ 
dents, began tolling its doleful la­ 
ment at the passing of a great heart 
into the galaxy of immortals. 
Alone In Her Grief 
Only as the procession started did 
it become known that Mrs. Harding 
had been with the body in the East 
Room for a half hour at one o’clock 
this morning.

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RUM RUNNING AND THE NAVY. 


Secretary Weeks 
felt called 
upon not 
Ions ago to protest 
against the proposal 
that the army be used for the enforcement 
of the prohibition law. 
This in itself is 
fairly good proof that the demand for such 
action is rather strong. The accounts which 
are now being published of rum-running 
along the Atlantic seaboard are likely to 
make this demand still stronger. True, the 
navy rather than the army is the agency 
the employment of which is most likely to 
be demanded by a large section of the pub­ 
lic as a means of enforcing the prohibition 
law; but the two proposals which apply to 
the one apply to the other. 
Moreover, if 
the navy is put to work at this task, the next 
step will be to have the 
army 
cooperate 
with it. 
The principle of the subordination of the 
military to the civil power is fundamental in 
our government, as Secretary Weeks points 
out, and the employment of the army and 
navy for the enforcement of the prohibi­ 
tion law would not only be demoralizing to 
the national defense, but would be a mani­ 
festation of militarism of a particularly ob- 
jectional sort. 
But there are many people 
who do not stop to follow out the reason­ 
ing by which this conclusion is reached and 
who, on the contrary, cannot see why the 
government should 
not 
immediately em­ 
ploy all the resources at its command to en­ 
force a law which is now being flouted in 
wholesale fashion and which many regard 
as by far the most important of all the laws 
of this land. 
What's the use, these people 
argue, of maintaining all these fast cruisers 
and destroyers in idleness? 
Why not get 
some use out of them during peace times? 
There they are, doing nothing. 
By putting 
them to work on the job this scandalous 
rum-running can be broken up in short or­ 
der. 
Why not do it? 
To the minds of a great many 
people, 
there is much to commend this reasoning. 
The demand growing out of it is sure to in­ 
crease in proportion as the interior of the 
country, where 
prohibition 
sentiment is 
strongest, learns more and more about the 
magnitude of the liquor traffic along the 
Atlantic coast and the complete failure of 
the present enforcement methods to sup­ 
press or even interfere seriously with the 
rum-running 
operations 
now being con­ 
ducted on so collossai a scale. 
It may as 
well be taken for granted that a very pow­ 
erful drive in favor of the use of the navy 
for the enforcement of prohibition will de­ 
velop presently.

IRELAND’S NEW DAY. 


Timothy Healy, governor general of the 
Irish state, announces that Ireland is now 
as tranquil as England.

Not long ago, 
there was scarcely a day when the dis­ 
patches did not tell of death and terror in 
Ireland.

postponed surrender of the misguided De 
Valera has wrought a transformation.

FORD IN A NEW LIGHT. 


What do we know about Henry Ford? 
We ought to know a great deal about him, 
for he has probably 
been 
“written up” 
more often than any other man in Amer­ 
ica. 
Nevertheless, it is generally realized 
that Mr. Ford is still a good deal of an 
enigma, and a recent 
incident 
suggests 
that some of the things which we think we 
knew about him may not be true. 
Mr. Ford has just bought a certain old 
building at Sudbury, Mass., a building 200 
years old, formerly a tavern. 
Any build­ 
ing as old as that must be not only old 
but antiquated, and the Henry Ford that 
we think we know would proceed to tear it 
down and replace it with a modern struc­ 
ture well adapted for the particular use 
which he has in mind. 
But it seems that 
Mr. Ford has no utilitarian purpose in pur­ 
chasing this building, and that he is not 
going to tear it down, but preserve it. 
In 
fact, he bought it in order that it might 
be preserved, and the reason why he wants 
it preserved is the fact that it is particular­ 
ly rich in 
historical 
associations. 
He is 
going to make a historical museum out of 
it. 
This is the same Henry Ford who, ac­ 
cording to common report, holds that “all 
history is bunk."

As they sang, a broad golden

President Harding’s lips fell out be­ 
yond there at his inauguration when 
he kissed the open Bible as token of 
high pledge he gave. 
“Te hath 
showed 
thee, O Man, 
what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee but to do just­ 
ly, and to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God?" 
Surely there was prophecy In that 
moment two years ago. 
Dr. James 
Shera Montgomery, chaplain of the 
House, took his place at the bier to 
plead in low voiced prayer that men 
should profit from the example of 
high service this dead president had 
given. His words, spoken in the cen­ 
ter of the chamber, where the many 
echoes meet and blend, carried only 
a little way; but many of those about 
were themselves in silent prayer for 
the dead. 
Again the singers voices rose soft­ 
ly in the hymn that has assuaged the 
grief of men all over the world. 
“Nearer My God to Thee," they 
sang. 
“E'n tho it be a cross that 
raiseth me." 
Dr. Anderson closed the services, 
the 
audience . standing; 
with 
the 
benediction, and the simple religion*, 
ceremony that befits the death of * 
kindly, simple, upright 
gentleman, 
was over. 
Mrs. Harding was the 
first to 
leave the chamber, the audience stil1 
standing in pitying 
sympathy 
as 
she passed out through the senate 
corridor with her dead 
husband’s 
aides leading the way and her hand 
again on Secretary Christian’s arm.

CLINTON, Mo., August 6.—Produc 
ing chicks from '‘mechanical hens” at 
a rate of more than a million a year 
is one of Clinton’s most productive 
industries. 
The Chick hatchery lo­ 
cated here operated by Koyal Booth 
owner of the Booth Poultry Farms 
and Hatchery is one of the largest in 
the State, and last year gent baby 
ehicka 
to 
customers 
in 
forty-six 
States of the United States. 
Pointing with particular pride to 
her large poultry farms, Clinton also 
pauses 
to point that coal famines 
are not a source of worry. 
Located 
in the outlying districts huge ste'xm 
ihovels a/e kept busy mining many 
tens of coal dally. 
While the fue 
Is surface coal and is not of an ex 
cellent quality it supplies fuel to the 
power plants and industries of the 
town. 
Lying In a layer which is al 
m ost continuous throughout this dis 
trict the coal Is found from six to 
twenty-five feet below 
the 
surface 
and in layers from sixteen to thirty 
Inches in thickness. 
Because of its nearness to the sur­ 
face. Clinton coal is mined from the 
top of the ground. 
Using a huge 
Steam shovel, the top soil is dug up 
and piled aside, while miners tear 
put the layer of coal. Thus the huge 
shovel is being moved all over the 
district. 
As soon as the coal is re­ 
moved from the areat the piles of 
tiirs are leeledv and the soil 
culti­ 
vated. 
The coal from these Clinton fields 
serves to drive the turbines of two 
large power houses here. 
One plant 
supplies electricity for the town it­ 
self while the other owned by the 
Green Power and 
Light 
Company 
supplies power to surrounding towns. 
The Larabee Milling Company is 
one of the largest industrial plants 
of Clinton. 
The mill producing 1200 
barrels of flour daily has a capacity of 
115,000,000 bushels. 
The Semi-Steel 
Foundry 
Company, 
manufacturing 
plgiron from scrap iron does a thriv­ 
ing business 
manufacturing engine 
grates, brake shoes, and other engine 
and car parts for several railroads. 
Clinton, now possessing a popula­ 
tion of 5,500, has recently secured a 
new post office, and a 
new 
High 
school building. 
The town is built 
around a square said to be the sec­ 
ond largest In the world. It measures 
600 feet from curb to curb and claims 
to be exceeded in size only by Tra­ 
lla ger Square in London. 
A town enterprising and industri­ 
ous with new modern churches, Clin­ 
ton has many other 
smaller indus­ 
tries. 
Town development 
and 
im­ 
provement is the source of conversa­ 
tion among business men and at the 
present time plans are being formu 
lated to pave all of the streets of the 
city. 
As quite a novelty and a note of 
unusul Interest for a town of this 
size, Clinton boasts of having a forty- 
fiVe piece Rotary Boys' Band, one of 
the finest in the State of Missouri. It 
is composed entirely of young mon 
of the town and its music is excel­ 
lent.

In the motion today th© company 
asks that the court modify its order

$2500. A letter from Uie company to 
Attorney General Jesse W. Barrett, 
stating that the company resigned 
from the exchange 
September 22, 
1921, is included in 
today’s motion. 
This letter was alleged to have been 
sent to th© attorney general shortly 
after he began the ouster proceed­ 
ings against the lumber exchange 
and its members.

NEVADA, Mo., August 4.—Provid­ 
ing a home and treatm ent for 1384 
insane persons, State Hospital No. 3, 
under the supervision of Dr. Porter 
E. Williams, is caring for a larger 
num ber of patients than any of the 
other State hospitals. 
The hospital 
is located in the largest building in 
Missouri under one roof. The struc­ 
ture m easures one mile and a quart­ 
er around the foundation and covers 
eighty acres of land. 
Different in construction from the 
hospital a t Farmington, Hospital No. 
3, is not as modern in keeping with 
the new scientific theory of treating 
the insane. 
All of the patients are 
kept in the various wards of the one 
building, which are equipped to give 
every possible 
comfort for the 
in­ 
mates. 
The Farmington hospital is 
built upon the cottage plan, having 
eeveral buildings so constructed as 
to give a more homelike atmosphere 
to the hospital. 
Of the insane at the hospital 746 
are men and 638 are women. Of this 
num ber 394 are working in the indus­ 
tries of the hospital while 515 are 
employed in the wards. 
During the 
last two years 
428 
men 
and 273 
women weer admitted to the hospit­ 
al. 
Hospital No. 3 was erected in 1887 
a t a cost of $49,554. It has 520 acres 
of land and leases 649 acres which 
are cultivated each year and a large 
p art of the produce of the institution 
raised. A dairy herd of Holsteins is 
maintained. 
Dr. George P. Ard, medical super­ 
visor of the state hospital, -who con­ 
ducted the students of the school of 
Journalism through 
the 
institution 
again stressed the value of the estab­ 
lishm ent of the State Central Board 
of Control which now governs the 
State 
Eelemosynary 
Institutions. 
“During 
the 
past 
twenty 
years," 
Doctor Ard said, “this institution has 
had nine superintendents. You can 
readily realize the disastrous effect 
th at it has had upon the 
work oí 
these state institutions to have to 
change superintendents 
every 
two 
years." 
Doctor Williams, the present sup­ 
erintendent, has 
been 
engaged in 
State Hospital work in Missouii for 
twelve years although that period of 
service has not been continuous be­ 
cause of changing 
political 
condi­ 
tions. 
Doctor Williams is a Demo­ 
crat. 
The Nevada hospital has the most 
complete surgical equipment of any 
hospital in the 
state. 
This equip­ 
m ent has only recently been install­ 
ed. 
Previous to that time patients 
needing surgical attention had to. be 
sent to some private hospital. 
In the six state hospitals in Mis­ 
souri there are now 6.055 patients. 
During the past two years 3,433 pa­ 
tients were admitted. Extensive im­ 
provements have bee n made at these 
hospitals and during the past two 
years $3,805,905 was spent in new 
buildings and improvements. Of the 
great number of patients 943 of them 
are private patients and pay $20 a 
month for their treatm ent, the re­ 
m ainder of the patients 
are 
state 
wards.

VOLSTEAD LAW BE 
ISSUE IN MICHIGAN 


By the Associated Press. 


DETROIT, Aug. 4.—Only the de­ 
cision of Senator James Couzens cot 
to seek election next year can halt 
the gaining momentum of Volstead 
law as an issue in Michigan’s 1924 
campaigns, 
according 
to 
opinion 
among political leaders and wet and 
dry advocates. Divisions of the lat­ 
ter already are in the field. 
Senator Couzens declared for en­ 
forcement of the Volstead law, but 
also for modification of its interpre­ 
tation of intoxicating 
liquor. 
He 
holds that beer of less than 5 per 
cent alcoholic content is not neces­ 
sarily intoxicating. 
The declaration resulted in a con­ 
troversy between the Senator and 
national officials 
of the Antisaloon 
League, and the State Antisaloon 
League announced its intention 
of 
going out to “beat Couzens.” 
The 
organization hopes to do it either by 
supporting one of the avowed candi­ 
dates who is considered dry, or 
by 
putting its own candidate Into the 
race, it is indicated in present ac­ 
tivities. 
Dry leaders assert that prohibition 
sentim ent is stronger 
in Michigan 
now than it was In 1916, when an 
amendment to the state 
constitu­ 
tion placing Michigan in the 
dry 
column was adopted 353,378 to 284,- 
754. 
Wret proponents counter with 
the assertion that the rapid growth 
of industrial communities has stored 
up an immense volume of votes fav­ 
oring repeal of the dry laws. 
The 
drys claims that the farm er com­ 
munities and the larger 
counties, 
previously dry, will stay dry. 
The 
wets reply that a few precincts in 
Detroit or the other industrial cen­ 
ters will poll more votes than entire 
out-state counties, and that if Sena­ 
tor Couzens decides to run he will 
sweep Detroit and other m anufactur­ 
ing communities. 
Luren D. Dickinson, former lieu­ 
tenant governor and an active dry 
worker, issued a warning 
to 
his 
forces that the issue must be met 
in the primary.

Under the new process, as ex­ 
plained by Mr. Campbell, Ford en­ 
gineers will obtain 10 gallons of ben­ 
zol, 4,000 feet of gas, 20 gallons of 
tar, 3 gallons of cresote and there 
will be a residue of 1,500 pounds of 
coke. Cresote is not obtained under 
the present method of distillation.

Restricted in social entertainment 
here by living in a hotel while her 
husband was vice president, she has 
not had the opportunity to demon­ 
strate the excellence of her cooking 
which her friends say held a good 
repute in New England, but now' it 
is predicted that she will resume 
the practices of marketing and shop­ 
ping; will supervise the menus at 
the White House and probably will 
cook some of the President’s favor­ 
ite dishes, as she used to do in 
Northampton. 
Tall and graceful, with black hair 
and blue eyes, Mrs. Coolidge already 
has established a 
popularity 
in 
Washington which is confined to no 
faction or party. 
A good mixer so­ 
cially, she came to Washington with 
no prejudices and has allowed none 
to develop. 
As wife of the Vice 
President she became president of a 
dining club composed of the wives 
and daughters of Senators, and in 
that capacity she proved a distinct 
success. 
Mrs. Coolidge is noted for a con­ 
servative taste in clothes.

STUDY OF RELIGIONS. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 


Persons who hope to see the evolution of 
a nonsectarian teaching of religion in the 
public schools will watch with interest the 
experiment which is to be undertaken at 
Ann Arbor, the seat of the University of 
Michigan. An organization called the Na­ 
tional Council of Schools of Religion, fin­ 
anced by voluntary contributions, and said 
to have the backing of Protestants, Roman 
Catholics and Jews, is to establish there a 
school of religion, first of a chain of such 
schools 
which it is hoped 
eventually to 
found for “instruction in the history, litera­ 
ture and philosophy of religion and in the 
fundamental principles underlying all re­ 
ligion.” 
The school will be open to stu­ 
dents at the university and will obviously 
be for advanced study. But such an insti­ 
tution, if it attracts the right kind of teach­ 
ers and pupils, should stimulate thought on 
nonsectarian, nondogmatic lines, and may 
contribute to a religious revival of modern­ 
ist tone. With the declaration of the pros­ 
pectus that graduates of “our tax-support­ 
ed institutions are more and more becom­ 
ing neither religious 
nor irreligious, but 
simply nonreligious,” there will be a large 
measure of agreement, whether accompani­ 
ed by approval or disapproval. 
Yet the 
school is more of a novelty in its organiza­ 
tion and it attempts to bring out a positive 
religious element into the life of under­ 
graduates than 
its intellectual 
program. 
Undergraduate courses in the history of 
literature of religion given at various col­ 
leges approach 
the subject objectively 
without sectarian purpose, and treat the 
Scriptures critically. In the most celebrat­ 
ed Protestant theological schools the phil­ 
osophy of religion is taught without dog­ 
matic bias. 
It is precisely the attitude to­ 
ward the subject that has been accompani­ 
ed by the growth of that nonreligious atti­ 
tude which the prospectus of the new insti­ 
tution deplores. The demand for a new 
definition of religious values is so wide­ 
spread that the new movement will enjoy 
a large amount of sympathy among re­ 
ligious leaders if it develops a high intellec­ 
tual and spiritual standard and that degree 
of practical organization without which it 
can hardly hope to attain to stability and 
influence.

MARTHA AND MARY 


LESSON TEX T—Luka 10:31-42; John

In order to properly understand 
these two characters. It will be neces­ 
sary to look at the several narratives 
In which they are brought to our view. 
These are three in number. 
I. The Behavior of Martha and Mary 
in the Daya of Sunshine. (Luke 10:38- 
42.) 
In this picture we see Martha en- I 
gaged in preparing a meal for Jesus. 
In her effort to make the best prepara­ 
tion for her honored guest, she became 
distracted. 
She not only was cum­ 
bered with much serving but she found 
fault with Mary for not helping her. 
She even censured the Lord for per­ 
mitting such neglect. Martha has had 
her followers In all ages. Every church 
knows them. The busy, troubled and 
fussy women who are engaged in serv- 1 
Ice for the Lord with little patience 
for those who sit at the feet of Jesus. 
Mary sat at Jesus’ feet and heard His 
word. She had taken her turn in the 
service as the word “also” would Im­ 
ply. She did not neglect service, but 
had the keenness of perception to dis­ 
cern that communion with the Lord j 
was more prized by Him than the serv­ 
ing of a meal. Both of these women 
loved the Lord and it Is Impossible to 
say which loved Him more. 
In the 
days of sunshine in this home, Mary j 
made the good choice of communion 
with her Lord. 
II. Mary and Martha In the Day of 
Great Sorrow. (John 11:1-46.) 
The next scene which occupies our 
attention Is the occasion of the resur­ 
rection of Lazarus. In the time of the 
sickness of Lazarus, these sisters had 
aent for Jesus. Jesus loved the mem­ 
bers of this household, and yet, strange 
to say, He delayed His going unto 
them. Martha met Him with rebuke, 
saying that If He had been there her 
brother had not died. 
This carried 
with It the censure for His delay un­ 
der such trying circumstances. 
This 
act of Martha called forth some mar­ 
velous teachings on the resurrection. 
After this Interview with Martha, she 
came to Mary with the message of a 
call from Jesus. Mary was composed 
and remained in the house until called 
for. 
She Immediately responded to 
this call and used the Identical words 
of Martha, but instead of rebuking 
her. He mingled His tears of sympathy 
with hers of sorrow. The reason she 
had such composure In this dark hour 
! was that she had patiently sat at His 
feet and listened to His word so thaj 
the understood the meaning of the 
j tragedy. 
The difference then in the 
behavior of these two women in this 
dark hour was doubtless due to the 
i fact that In the days of sunshine Mary 
had entered fully Into fellowship with 
the Lord and that Martha had lost this 
grace through her fretfulness. 
III. Jetus Entertained at Bethany. 
(John 1:1-0.) 
At 
this 
supper 
appeared 
Mary, 
Martha and Lazarus, who was raised 
from the dead. Doubtless this supper 
was In grateful appreciation of His 
help ahd sympathy In the days of their 
trial. At this meal Martha was back 
at her old business of serving, but it 
would seem with an unruffled disposi­ 
tion. Mary took a pound of spikenard, 
very costly, and annolnted the feet of 
Jesus and wiped them with her hair. 
This was a token of her great love and 
devotion. 
She was back lxi her ac­ 
customed place at the feet of Jesus. 
With the keen intuition of true love, 
she hrougbt her costliest gift as an evi­ 
dence of her love. She thus antici­ 
pated His death and burial, knowing 
that she could not minister unto Him 
then. The Lord received this set of 
love at its full value. Against the 
foul criticism of Judas, Jesus defended 
Mary. He declared that it was no 
more a waate than the ointment 
placed on the bodies of the dead 
In embalmment. In fact It was the 
doing of this very act beforehand unto 
Him. Only Mary of all His disciples 
had really understood Jesus when He 
said He must be crucified and raised 
again the third day. 
The announce­ 
ment of His crucifixion brought unto 
the others dismay. They refused to 
believe in the resurrection, but Mary 
came to annoint His body for burying.

HOUSEHOLD EQUIPMENT 


\X 7 H E N furnishing a kitchen the 
¥ T two important elements which 
govern selection are necessity and 
convenience. 
A kitchen stove is a 
necessity (usually so considered). 
It may be a coal or wood range, a 
gas range, or a combination of both 
or an electric stove. 
However, the 
main thing in Its selection is the 
model convenient to work at, appro­ 
priate to the means and size of the 
household. 
Labor-saving devices are a great 
convenience and the rule should be 
to give preference to that which is 
oftenest used and most necessary, 
like a washing machine, rather than 
a cherry pitter, which is used but 
a short season of the year. 
The 
washing machine saves bodily en­ 
ergy, which is another important 
factor. 
The question 
of 
space 
must be considered as well as the 
amount of care and expense needed 
to operate them. 
The housekeeper who saves her­ 
self, avoids bric-a-brac, carved fur­ 
niture, 
polished 
surfaces 
which 
need frequent rubbing and elabo­ 
rate linen which requires labor and 
skill to launder. 
Another element of choice in 
equipment is that of beauty. 
A 
thing may be useful and beautiful. 
Since -we must have dishes to eat 
from, why not have them as beauti­ 
ful as possible? One may buy very 
cheap china which is artistic in col­ 
or and design. 
Good looking ones 
are not necessarily expensive. 
The more any article of furni­ 
ture includes all three elements, 
necessity, convenience and beauty, 
the more efficiently will it serve Its 
purpose. 
It is true we are not all gifted 
with good taste in choosing house­ 
hold equipment. 
We may have a 
good deal of taste, and have It all 
bad, but study, observation and 
common sense will help one in 
choosing. 
The utensils used In the kitchen 
should be light, easily cared for and 
conveniently placed. 
The kitchen 
sink and table, stove and cupboards 
should be so arranged as to save 
the steps of the housekeeper. 
A 
poorly arranged kitchen will add 
miles of walking in the pVeparatlon 
and clearing away of meals. 
Such 
details should be carefully consid­ 
ered. 
Many homes could he much 
improved by giving the arrange­ 
ment a little thought.

KITCHEN 
CUPBOARD 
By NELLIE MAXWELL 


SANDWICHES AND FILLINGS 
D 
URING the summer outing sea­ 
son we can never havo too 
many recipes for sandwiches. For 
many people all they need for a 
satisfying meal will be a few sand­ 
wiches, a drink and good fresh 
fruit. 
Deviled Sandwiches. — Chop a 
quarter of a pound of cold boiled 
tongue very fine; add to it two 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, a dash 
of red pepper, a 
teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, a few daalies 
of paprika and salt to season. Mix 
and add the hard-boiled yolks of 
three eggs which have been pressed 
through a sieve. Put this on slices 
of bread and butter, cover with 
another 
slice 
and garnish 
with 
watercress. 
Cream of Chicken Sandwiches.— 
Take sufficient white meat of chick­ 
en to make half a cupful; chop and 
pound it to a paste. 
Put a tea- 
epoonful of gelatin to soak in two 
tablespoonfuls of water and stand 
over heat until dissolved. 
Whip 
one cupful of cream until stiff, add 
a teaspoonful of grated horseradish 
and a half teaspoonful of salt to 
the chicken and gelatin. 
Stir until 
It begins to thicken, then add the 
whipped cream and let It stand un­ 
til cold. 
Butter the bread, cutting 
the slices u little thicker than 
usual. 
Trim off the crpsts and cut 
Into circles, crescents and triangles. 
Cover eacli piece with the cream 
mixture, garni-h the top with slices 
of stuffed olives, bits of minced 
parsley, pipings of cream, mounds 
of chopped capers and olives with 
finely minced celery. 
One may use 
much 
artistic ability in making 
these open sandwiches. 
A platter 
of them with bits of chopped pi­ 
mento or green pepper will add 
mucli to the decorative scheme of 
the meal. 
Cucumber 
Sandwiches.—Spread 
bread with blitter and cut slices 
half an inch thick. 
Cover each 
slice with sliced cucumbers well 
seasoned; the cucumbers are then 
covered with finely shredded let­ 
tuce; on this place thinly sliced 
white meat of chicken, cover with 
lettuce and put on the buttered 
slice of bread.

Adopt Sanitary Code. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 10. 
—The Standard Railway 
Sanitary 
Code, the provisions of which apply 
to all railroads operating in Missouri 
has been adopted by the State Board 
of Health according to an announce­ 
ment authorized 
today 
by 
State 
Health Commissioner Cortez F. En- 
loe. 
The code was adopted in 
May 
1920 by the State and 
Provincial 
Health Authorities of North Amer­ 
ica and by the American 
Railway 
Association and recommended to the 
several states for adoption by their 
health boards. At the present time, 
Dr. Enloe said, 31 states have the 
code In force. 
The code provides for the restric­ 
tion of. travel by diseased persons, 
for the use of certified 
drinking 
water on railroad trains, for the con­ 
struction of approved Ice containers 
and for the adequate care of such 
containers. 
Other features of

law are: 
Cleaning and disinfection 
of cars.
